"The records pertaining to these 
limds have been kept In such Incom¬ 
plete manner Hint It is exceedingly ilIf- 
llcull to ascertain the exact amounts 
received and disbursed by the treas¬ 
urer. At the time of our former audit 
we asked Treasurer Lchmer for Ills 


Cash Book in which were recorded the 
receipts and disbursements but he 
claimed that he did not have such Cash 
B ,ok and the only record available for 
use at that time was the Bond Register. 

In regard to this Bond Register we 
will here state that it purports to con¬ 
tain the record of all the street bonds 
Issued by the City, the account for the 
bonds of each street being kept by 
itself. The bonds are numbered from 
No. 1 upward for each street. At the 
time the bonds were Issued the amount 
of each of the ten payments on the 
principal as well as the amount of the 
semi-annual interest for ten years Is 
culuculated and the various amounts 
entered in suld register. When pay¬ 
ments are received by the treasurer it 
Is his custom to stamp the date above 
the amount so collected and when the 
said amount is paid to the bond holder, 
the date of such payment is then 
stamped above the amount of said pay¬ 
ment. different colored ink In inserting 
the dates being the only way of dls-

HOW TO WASH LINEN SUITS.

Expert Laundress Describee the 
Cast Method. 

“For washing linen suits," said an 
ex|>ert laundress, "use only the best 
white soup and never rub the sou on 
the cloth unless there Is a lot of ..aid 
dirt to be taken out. in the majority 
of cases the suits soak for an hour or 
so iu soapy water, putting them lu 
when the water Is quite hot By the 
time It Is cool enough to permit wash¬ 
ing freely the soiled parts are sutti- 
ciently soft to admit of cleaning with¬ 
out very much scrubbing. Itinse iu 
several waters, always until the lust 
water Is perfectly clear, then puss the 
garment through the stiffening water, 
after which it is pressed as dry us 
possible in the cotton sheet. 

“Some stiffening is necessary to give 
the linen the appearance of freshness 
which it has when it comes to you 
from the tailor. On the other hand, 
the greatest care should lie taken not 
to have too much stiffening. That 
ruins the appearance of what would 
otherwise be a perfectly washed suit 
You want just enough to give the linen 
body and yet not take away from its 
suppleness. 

"In washing colored linens, excepting 
tans nnd browns, color all the waters 
and try always to avoid putting soap 
on colored linen, and also do not use 
water hotter than blood beat, allowing 
the linen to soak only a few minutes 
before washing It out and putting it 
In a second water of the same tempera¬ 
ture nnd colored. Three waters are 
generally enough for a colored linen 
suit. Where the suit is not much soil¬ 
ed two will be enough. The stiffening 
water must be colored Just as was that 
in wbich the washing and rinsing was 
done. 

“After wringing in the cotton sheet 
care must be taken in bnuging both 
coats und skirts for the drying process. 
Fresh air for colored linen and sun for 
the white—that is the ideal drying 
process. House drying never gives the 
satisfaction that a good laundress 
wants for her work. Steam drying 
should be a last resort. It injures tbe 
texture of the goods and leaves the 
colors less brilliant. 

“The figures on which suits get their 
final shaping are the kind used by 
go d dressmakers and tailors. I have 
all sizes and covered so that the suits 
get as nearly as possible the shape of 
their owners. I keep the figures ar¬ 
rayed In f:esh petticoats and shirt 
waists, anil when the freshly washed 
suits are ou them I'm not ashamed for 
any one to walk Into ray shaping 
rooms. Each suit is taken from the 
figure and placed in its box for ship¬ 
ment. Great care is taken to see that 
every part of it is perfectly dry."
